management of the commissioner of agriculture and the

state chemist, a standard fertilizer shall be made and sup-

plied to the farmers, truckers and gardeners of North Car-

olina at prime cost, thus saving to our farmers thousands

and hundreds of thousands of dollars annually in the

purchase of fertilizers, besides always assuring them a

genuine article.
